Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' remarks pertain to the after FINAL 
amendment which was not entered. It is of course still the position of the examiner that claim 21 would be allowable in independent form 
but applicants amendment has not presented claim 21 in independent form as claim 21 was drawn to a method, not a product. The 
examiner acknowledges, "Equistar Chemicals, LP also sells the Integrate lines of chemically modified polyolefins". However the examiner 
has not considered applicants apparent product literature submitted on 6-9-05 since it is not in compliance with the content requirements 
in "A" of MPEP 609 and the mere acknowledgement that Equistar sell Integrate has little meaning without knowing what Integrate is.
